MPORTS of bacon into the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland declined slightly during June, and 

were 18 per cent. smaller than in the same 
month last year. The effects of the voluntary 
limitation of imports, which came into force 
in November last, are seen in total imports of 
bacon in the first six months of 1933, the 
figure of 4,767,155 ewts. bein 1,013,700 cwts.. 
or 21 per cent. less than in the same period of 
1932. Compared with the corresponding period 
of 1931 a decrease of 12 per cent. occurred. 

Smaller supplies of bacon were imported 

from all the chief foreign sources, except the 
Netherlands, during the first six months of 
1935, but imports from the latter country had 
been on a greatly reduced level in 1932.” Im- 
ports from Denmark were 25 per cent. less 
than a year ago, a drop of nearly a million 
ewts. Irish Free State supplies were reduced 
by 23 per cent., but there was a substantial 
increase in imports from Canada, and Empire 
supplies as a whole increased by 34 per cent, , 
to comprise 6 per cent. of total imports, com. 
pared with 4 per cent. in the first half of 1932.

Use in Buildings”’ is the title of a special 
building research report issued by the De- 
partment of Scientific and Industrial Ke- 
search. 

The report, which deals with the use of two 
new ternary alloys of lead recently introduced 
by the British Non-Ferrous Metals Research 
Association, suggests the possibility of savin 
from 20 to 30 per cent. on the cost of muc 
of the lead used for building purposes. The 
two new materials, known as B.N.F. Lead 
Alloys Nos. 1 and 2 a,re formed in one case 
by adding to the lead § per cent. of cadmium 
and $ per cent. of antimony, and in the other 
case by adding 4 per cent, of cadmium and 1} 
per cent. of tin. 

The new alloys were originally developed by 
the association to overcome troubles due to 
the cracking of lead used for the sheathing of 
electric cables, This trouble was met with in 
places where the cables were exposed to ex- 
cessive vibration. The new alloys, which have 
at least four times the resistance to vibration 
of pure lead, have solved this difficulty com- 
pletely. .The General Post Office has applied 
these alloys for submarine cables, which have 
@ready consumed a great. tonnage, while the 
Admiralty, after thorough trials, has specified 
a ternary alloy to be used exclusively for the 
sheathings of all cables installed in H.M. 
ships. 

The report points out that the superiority of 
the alloys in their resistance to vibration 
should make their use specially advantageous 
in buildings. resisting vibration the 
alloys are about one-third stronger than ordi- 
nary lead in other respects. eir use has 
accordingly been approved for water pipes 
above ground inside buildings in weights 350 
er cent. lighter than: ordinary | pipes. 

xhaustive tests are being carried out on the 
frost resistance of the new materials, and the 
tests so far made show that the frost resist- 
ance of the thinner alloy pipes is the same as 
that of the thicker lead pipes of equal 
strength which they replace. 

Experiments have shown that the resistance 
to corrosion of the alloys is at least equal to 
that of pure lead. Further experiments on the 
corrosion resistance of the alloys in various 
soils are being made; but for the time being 
responsible authorities, to be on the sate 
side, consider that pipes of the full wall 
thickness should be used for underground 
service, Even so, the report suggests that 
where there is much vibration it might. be 
well worth while to incur the beh y in 
creased expense of using B.N.F. ‘alloys for

Lobster-F; ishing. 


While staying in Connemara recently, I 
paid: a Visit to the French lobster fishery 
at Cleggan, that tiny seapert which faces 
the island of Inishbofin, 1 was surprised 
to find such a productive industry being 
carried on in this wild part of the West 
of Ireland? This industry is worked by a 
Frenchman, who comes over in May every

“year from Brittany ‘with his wife; and 


remains in this island until November. 
During this period there is plenty of work 
and organising to be done—the lobsters 
are caught by the local fishermen and 
brought in for sale in their flat-bottomed 
currachs, it being no unusual thing fof 
one boat td have as many as one thousand 
lobsters on board: The lobsters are then 
placed in an immense storage pond “to 
await shipment. This pond is really a 
natural pool in the rocks, the ends of 
which have been built up with elaborate 
sluiees. which allow the-inlet of currents 
of fresh sea water, and at the same time 
prevent the lobsters from escaping again 
to the sea. Once a fortnight their French 
steamer leaves for St. Malo with a cargo of 
from twelve to fourteen thousand lobsters 
on board, and also a good supply of cray- 
fish, which are esteemed a great delicacy 
in France. i 
Sunday comes as pay-day, and during 
these summer months the fishermen along 
‘this coast-line reap a rich harvest from an 
enterprise which it seems a pity is not 
worked by some of our own countrymen.

Mr. Jellett—The exclusive right to catch 
all fish. We allowed the tenants who had 
boats to fish for trout as a privilege. Until 
this claim was made by the defendants after 
the death of James Johnston in 1929, nobody 
—tenant.or anyone else—made any claim to 
the right of fishing on Lough Melvin without 
the permission of the Johnstons, 

Under the Land Acts, counsel proceeded to 
argue, the tenant purehased the holding for 
which he had been paying rent, and there 
was no power to advance public money under 
the Acts to purchase anything else. The 
fishing rights on Lough Melvin could not be 
oO under thé Land Acts. 

tvidence was then heard. 

Mr. T. G. Townsend, C.E., Enniskillen, 
replying to Mr. Phelps, stated that he had 
drawn a map of the whole of Lough Melvin 
showing the different properties ‘that sur- 
rounded the lough. The lough was 74 miles 
in length from the extreme west to the east 
point. The shore line of the Rosinver estate 
was 44 miles, and the breadth of the lough 
opposite the estate was a mile and a half.

THE AGREEMENT.

James J. Reilly, 
merchant, Trim, against an order of the High 
Court dismissing his action for a declaration 
that a deposit receipt for £18,177, and the 
interest thereon, £63, in the joint names of the 
late James J. Reilly and Mrs. Cecilia Hope, of 
Enfield (respondent) was part of the assets 
of the late James J. Reilly, whose estate at 
the time of his death was yalued at over 
£60,000. His wife is dead, and the respon- 
dent, Mrs. Hope, is# her sister. The 
respondent’s case was that the amount of the 
deposit receipt referred to was an irrevocable 
trust created in her favour.

In support of the case for the respondent 
Mr. Binchy said that the. evidence showed 
that in 1927 the late Mr. ‘Reilly intended to 
make, and did make, a gift of moneys on 
deposit account to Mrs. Hope. He transferred 
the money into the joint names of himself 
and Mrs. Hope in such a manner that by law 
it could have been resorted to by either of 
them at any time, with the result that they 
had a joint ownership. He was a very 
wealthy man and there was ample provision 
for himself and his business without. resorting 
to this £18,000 His wife predeceased him, 
and a great friend he had in this world was 
Mrs. Hope, and without denuding himself 
or leaving himself at her mercy he left this 
gift to her. Her evidence was that he showed 
her the deposit receipt and said: ' This is 
yours, and .he then put it into the safe, in 
a drawer of which she alone had the key. 

The arguments had not concluded, and the 
case was adjourned until to-day. 

Before the Court rose the Chief Justice sug- 
gested that in the meanwhile the parties 
might consider the matter. If a certain view 
of the case was taken Mrs. Hope would lose 
every penny. There were only two parties 
interested in the estate, 

Counsel on both sides thanked his lordship 
and said that they would give the suggestion 
the most anxious consideration. 

The Chief Justice said that it was evident 
that Mr. Reilly intended to make most 
generous provision for this lady.

“FLEECE, FILCH AND FORFEIT.” 


Mr. G. C. BENNETT (C. 
Limerick), resuming the debate on the 
second reading of the Land Bill, said that 
the bill was an eviction-promoting measure. 
It remained for an Irish Minister in a native 
Parliament to upset the work of men who 
in the past fought for the rights of the 
tenant farmers in an alien Government. They 
had got fixity of tenure, fair rents and free 
sale—the three F’s—but the sum and sub- 
stance of this bill could be described in the 
three F’s—fieece, filch and forfeit. Politics 
were at the root of this bill. The two lay 
Commissioners which it was 
appoint would, probably, be followers of 
Fianna Fail, and they would have the 
ultimate welfare of the tenants in their hands. 
If the bill became law no tenant. farmer 
whose land came within the purview of the 
Act would be able to sel) his holding because 
of the powers of the Minister. All the 
powers of the bill would be centred in the 
two lay Commissioners, whoever they might 


The only people to derive any benefit from 
the Act would be those who had failed to 
meet their obligations. The Land Uom- 
missioners were to be placed in the same 

sition as Revenue Commissioners. In the 
uture, therefore, rent was going to be in 
the nature of a land tax, because the Land 
Commissioners could go on to any farm to 
seize stock or goods in lieu of rent, The 
number of farmers whose land was not likely 
to be taken up was very small, indeed. If 
this bill passed the Minister would find him- 
self engaged in a war which would be worse 
than the economic war. 

Mr. BEEGAN (F.F., Galway) said that he 
hoped no man would be given a holding un- 
less he was capable of working it. 


A COERCION BILL. 

Mr. WILLIAM KENT (C.P., E. Cork) 
said that the bill gave the Minister for 
Lands and Fisheries authority which no one 
in the country for generations had possessed. 
It was one of the most drastic coercion bills 
which were ever introduced. He asked if 
they were to allow any party to filch away 
the rights for which they had fought in the 
Land War. If the Minister put the bill in 
the waste paper basket he would be doing 
more for the unity, peace and prosperity of 
the country than any man in modern times. 

Mr. M. BRENNAN (Cumann na nGaedh- 
eal, Roscommon) said that the Minister was 
setting himself up as a Lord High Execu 
tioner, as a new Cromwell with control of 
all the lands of the country. All co.n- 
munications might well, in future, be ad- 
dressed to Fianna Fail clubs, and come into 
line with the Fianna Fail Club in Roscom- 
mon, which passed a resolution calling on the 
Government to have all relief granta ad- 
ministered through Fianna Fail clubs. Why 
was the land worker, apart from other 
workers, to have absolutely no security as 
to the manner he would be selected for par- 
cels of land. The one outstanding annuity 
that should be rem‘tted was that for the 
year 1932, in connection with which year 
thousands of writs were issued, but were 
withdrawn for one or two reasons. Either 
the Government had not the ‘‘ guts” to go 
on with the proceedings, or else they found, 
as was undoubtedly the case, that the people 
could not pay. ' 

What were the prospects.of getting 50 per 
cent. of the annuities for the current year, 
when, on the Government's own findings, the 
people could not pay anything last year, In 
pigs alone sold from January 1st to June 
50th this year there was a decrease of 57,667, 
as ysis againne with the same period last year.

PREPARED TO FIGHT 
FOR THEM. 


Mr. COSGRAVE (Cumann na nGaedheal, 
Cork City) complained that, in introducing 
this bill, the Minister had not given any data 
as to the number of bonds to be issued, the 
price at which they would be issued, the 
total amount to be expended, and the number 
of persons with whom it was expected the 
bill would deal. First, they had this bill, 
and a Land Bond Bill introduced afterwards. 
He had been struck by the almost exact 
knowledge shown by speakers on the Opposi- 
tion benches as compared with the lack of 
knowledge of it on the Government side. 
Objection had been taken by the Government 
to certain political allegations made in respect 
of this measure, but on looking over some of 
the speeches made by Ministers prior to its 
introduction, he found there was foundation 
fer those allegations. He quoted from 
speeches made by Ministers, and said that 
from beginning to end the bill was only a 
slavish imitation of British land legislation 
from as far back as 1881. 

He went on to refer to the manner in which 
Land Commissioners have hitherto been ap- 
pointed, ogra it with the change pro- 
posed in the bill. Under the bill the Minister 
could take an officer of the Land Commission 
at £300 a year and-convert him into a Land 
Commissioner. Dr. Ryan said on the previous 
night that Land Commissioners were remov- 
able at the will and pleasure of the present 
Government’s predecessors. What proof was 
there that, under the former Government, 
Commissioners were removed ? 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE—Do you deny that one 
was removed ? 

Mr. COSGRAVE—Dr. Ryan said “ were” 
removed, and that meant more than one. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE repeated his question. 

Mr. COSGRAVE—I want the story about 
that.

Members of the legal, medical, 
and other professions had vested interests in 
them. How much would a member of any

THE RIGHT TO IMPOSE 
TAXATION. 


Mr. F. AIKEN, Acting Minister for Lands 
and. Fisheries, ren ns to the debate, said 
that the members of the Centre Party, before 
diseussing any Land Act, should have made 
themselves uainted with the 1823 Act, 
Section 28 of which gave the Land Commission 
power to retain possession of farmers’ holdings 
in certain circumstances. The cry _ of 
Bolshevist and Communist, which was used so 
frequently in the debate was used with far 
more point against Deputy Hogan when he 
introduced the 1923 Act, which gave the Land 
Commission power to take every sod of land 
from the farmer. He denied that the reduc- 
tion of the land annuities would amount to 
a tax on land, and said that income tax 
payers would be delighted with a similar 
tax—a reduction by half of the income tax. 
The Government had the right to impose any 
tax that they pleased; and so long as they 
had the confidence of the iain they were 
'going to impose any tax that they thought 
best in the interests oí the people as a whole. 

A member of the Opposition—Then you 
admit it is a tax . 

Mr. AIKEN, dealing with the question ol 
arrears of annuities, said that the intention of 
the Government was to give the farmers an 
unfettered start, and not to put on them a 
burden that they could not carry. 

Mr. BELTON asked why the Government 
did not bear the loss of the annuities arrears. 

Mr. AIKEN said they were doing so. 

Mr. BELTON—The County Councils are 
bearing the loss; it is all out of the rates. 


CONFISCATION DENIED. 

Mr. AIKEN said that Deputies Hogan avd 
Cosgrave wanted to convince the House that 
the Government wanted to confiscate the 
farmers’ lands, and in order to do so were 
going to appoint two removable persons to 
the charge of the Land Commission, to whom 
the Government could dictate their policy. 
That was not so. The present Commis- 
sioners held office at the ‘pleasure of the 
Executive Council, and they had not been 
interfered with. If they wanted to relieve 
congestion they would have to give the Land 
Commission proper legal powers to do the 
work that would be entrusted to them. The 
Land Commission officials had been abused 
for years, but, in his opinion, in the wrong. 

Fianna Fail farmers did not want to see 
the small working farmer disturbed in his 
tenure. Deputies opposite did not want to 
relieve congestion, but wanted to talk balder- 
dash. If they wanted to relieve congestion 
they must give the Land Commission powers 
to relieve the existing congestion in the 
country. Deputy Cosgrave had sa that it 
was immoral and unjust to reduce the sum 
which the tenant farmer had agreed to pay 
to the landlord. There had been ‘a lot of 
new morality preached in the country of 
late. 

He wished that Deputy Cosgrave would 
give the farmers a lecture on the immorality 
voncerning the fight they put up against the 
landlords. The rents were fixed at the 
peint of the gun, and the tenant farmer had 
to pay them or get out, Where vunfair 
or unjust rents had been fixed on the tenant 
farmers, they were going to put a just price 
on the tenant, and on the incoming tenant. 
If the Land Commission was to deal effec- 
tively with certain problems, the Dail had 
got to give them the powers to do so.

From Our Own ConnRESPONDENT, 
IIMERICK, Wednesday. 


At the Limerick Fishery Board to-day, Mr. 
A. Mackay referred to the destruction of fish 
in the “tail race,” at Ardnacrusha, and 
said that a disquieting feature was that no- 
body seemed to be in authority. The Electri- 
city Supply Board was not subject to any 
Ministerial authority. That was a very 
serious state of affairs for the fisheries of the 
country, which up to recently were a great 
national industry. The Fishery Board was 
now in a paralysed position, and he proposed 
that the seven deputies for the constituency 
be elected honorary members of the Board so 
that they would be in a position to place 
the circumstances before the Dail. 

Mr. Forde said that while approving of the 
suggestion there were legal difficulties in the 
way. He had been informed in Dublin that 
the report of the Inter-departmental Com- 
mittee on Shannon Fisheries would have been 
issued before now but for the illness of the 
Minister of Industry and Commerce. 

Mr, wg withdrew his motion pending 
the issue of the report. 

Inspector Daly said that it was common 
knowledge that numbers of fish were illegally 
taken at Ardnacrusha Power Station. He 
suggested that the Eleétricity Supply Board 
should pay a bailiff to operate there for two 
months as the Board's bailiffs could not cope 
with the situation.. 

The Secretary of the Board said that he 
had been told that poaching on a large scale 
had been going on at the Power Station. 

It was decided to appoint a special bailiff 
for the station. 


INQUEST ON EXHUMED 
ACTRESS. 


OPEN VERDICT RETURNED. 


An open verdict was returned at the 
resumed inquest at Paddington yesterday on 
Mrs. Edith Marion.Rosse, the actress, whose 
body was exhumed at Bisham, near Marlow, 
on April 28th. 

Mrs. Rosse, who lived in Hyde Park 
terrace, London, died on September 14th last, 
death being certified as due to cerebral 
hemorrhage ard chronic Bright’s disease. 

The exhumation was made on a Home Office 
order. 

Giving evidence yesterday on his post- 
mortem examination, Sir Bernard Spilsbury 
said that he could find no cause of death. 
The death certificate was wrong, for there 
had been no hemorrhage and no signs of 
Bright 's disease. 

Dr. Roche Lynch, the Home Office analyst, 
who attended the examination, said that he 
could find no trace of any poison or noxious 
substance. He agreed with Sir Bernard that 
there was no trace of disease to account for 
death, He examined for poisons avd found 
none. 

The Coroner (Mr. Ingleby Oddie) said that, 
in view of the evidence of Sir Bernard 
Spilsbury and Dr. Roche Lynch, no useful 

urpose could be served by adjourning the 
inquest further.

INTEREST IN THE SCHEME. 


Dr. O'C. Donelan reported that the medical 
superintendents of various district mental

PLANT AFFECTED.

CARRICK-ON-SHANNON, Wednesday 
Morning. i 


This morning at about 6 o'clock the 
electric power station at Carrick-on-Shannon, 
owned by Mr. T. H. Humphreys, was com. 
pletely burned to the ground. The plant 
consisted of six valuable engines, and gas 
und suction engines were also destroyed. 

The plant for the pumping of the town 
water supply was also damaged, and unless 
an emergency plant is provided the town 
will be faced with a water famine fcr house- 
hold purposes. The value of the plant is 
estimated at several thousand pounds, and 
negotiations were almost completed for the 
taking over of the plant by the Electricity 
Supply Board on Ist August next. 


NOISE OF EXPLOSIONS. 


The fire was first discovered by Mr. 

Humphreys through the noise of explosions. 
The place was then well alight, and from 
what he could observe he baleen the fire 
criginated at the switchboard end of the 
premises. 
_ The Guards were early on the scene, but 
it was impossible to do anything to save 
the place. Fusing of wires is suspected to 
be the cause of the five: Crude oil and 
other inflammable matter caught fire, and 
the place became a raging inferno. 

A quantity of fowl which Mrs. Humphreys 
had stored in an cuthouse was also dé. 
stroyed in the fire. 

The premises and plant are insured, except 
cne newly installed engine. 


WATER SUPPLY 
MAINTAINED. 


Mr. Humphreys informed me later to-day 
that the engine for the pumping of the 
water supply to the town survived the fire, 
and that through attaching a belt from the 
County Council Fordson tractor, until sueh 
time as other arrangements could be made 
the water supply can be maintained. At 
the moment the town will be. without a 
lighting supply, and local industries, includ. 
ing the local newspaper office, will be badly 
handicapped for power, but petrol -installea 
engines will help them to surmount the c...- 
culties,

INQUIRIES INTO 
GRIEVANCES. 


WORK OF PRICES 
COMMISSION, 


HE Prices Commission sat yesterday at 
as the offices, La Touche Bank Buildings, 

Dublin. The Commission had under 
consideration representations made to it by 
the Irish Millers’ Association in regard to 
the Association’s submission of a statement of 
evidence which at is compiling on behalf of 
Free State millers generally. This statement 
will give facts and figures in support of the 
millers’ contention that the prices charged 
by them for Free State milled flour are. fair 
and reascnable. 

The Commission fixed provisionally August 
25 as the date on which it will hold a public 
sitting for the hearing of evidence from re- 
presentatives of the flour millers. The Com- 
mission also has arranged to visit various 
types of flour mills in order to inspect the 
processes of manufacture carried out in them. 


The Commission was occupied for some 
time in dealing with matters concerning the 
-reparation of evidence which the Dublin and 
other associations of bakers are at present 
engaged on. ‘Jentative arrangements were 
made for the holding of public sittings, at 
which the evidence of all concerned will be 
taken. The Commission proposed to visit 
various types of bakeries in order to study 
and inspect the processes adopted in these 
establishments in the making of bread, 


PUBLIC SITTINGS. 

Unless circumstances cause it to act other- 
wise, the Commission has decided to hold the 
public sittings for the hearing of evidence in 
Dublin, but should it be found necessary the 
Commission also will visit other centres for 
the taking of evidence. 

The Commission had under consideration 
on which had come to its notice of 
a shortage of supplies and increase in the 
prices of flour in certain districts throughout 
the Free State. It was decided to investi- 
gate these allegations, and if they were well 
founded to take immediate action to redress 
any grievances arising from them, 


IN DONEGAL. 

The Controller of Prices informed the Com- 
mission that one of his inspectors had re- 
cently carried out’ a very full investigation 
into complaints lodged with him concerning 
allegations of overcharging for certain com- 
modities in districts in Donegal. The result 
of these investigations was under considera- 
tion. 

Investigations into other complaints of over- 
charging were at present being carried out in 
Dublin, as well as in other outlying districts.

The Spanish Government. 
Spain’s short experience rience of parlia- 

mentary government has not been 

altogether happy. In.the present month 


second anniversary of its convention, and, 
at the same time, is realising that it 
cannot expect to last another two years. 
Sefior Azafia, the Prime Minister, has 
maintained power by the unflinching ad- 
herence of some two hundred deputies— 
virtually all Socialists. There are as many 
other deputies in the House, the majority 
of whom are opposed to his policies; but, 
as the Madrid Correspondent of The Times 
reminds us, one of the remarkable features 
of the Cortes is the manner in which these 
deputies have “ faded out of the picture.’’ 
Sefior Azafia’s Administration, in fact, ir 
little more than a parody of democratic 
government. The Cortes’ first action was 
to draw up and legislate a Constitution ; 
its second was to invalidate that Constitu- 
tion. In order to keep the Prime Minister 
in office, it voted him dictatorial 
authority by such measures as the Law 
for the Defence of the Republic, under 
which he has been able to put the prin- 
ciples of socialism into practice without 
any serious opposition from the Cortes. 
He has not hesitated to use these powers, 
but if democracy is to be retained, 
he must abandon them, or must let them 
fall into disuse, within a short time. 
When that time comes Spain will be com- 
pelled for the second occasion in less than 
three years to choose between two diverse 
forms of government. 

The choice, in brief, will lie between 
a socialistic dictatorship and a con- 
stitutional and free Cortes. Sefior Azafia 
is being urged to the former course by 
many of his colleagues of the Left. 
*‘Certainly,’’ says Sefor Largo Caballero, 
his Minister of Labour, “we Socialists 
and true Republicans are not going to be 
so silly as to grant liberty for the founda 
tions of government to be undermined at the 
first opportunity.” The second choice—a 
free Cortes—unquestionably will mean the 
end of Socialist aspirations in Spain. Con- 
servative opinion, both in the country and 
in high places, remains very strong, and 
it has been confirmed by the reaction 
against the Government’s excesses. The 
simple fact is that Socialism does not suit 
the people of Spain, and that they are 
dissatisfied under it. Another section of 
the Prime Minister’s followers, headed by 
Don Julian Besteiro, the Speaker, does 
not hesitate to recommend the withdrawal 
of Socialism from governing responsibili- 
ties. If Sefior Azafia is compelled to 
accept either course, in all probability he 
will choose to withdraw, and to let the 
people’s will speak openly in the Cortes. 
We must remember that he is, first and 
foremost, a Liberal. He has acted for two 
years as spokesman and standard-bearer 
of the Socialist Left ; but, however he may 
have abandoned the reality, he has not 
abandoned the fiction, of parliamentary 
rule. 

At all events, the choice must come soon 
for the Government is encompassed with 
difficulties and dangers. The State's 
peace still is menaced by the great and 
powerful unions; murder, strikes, bank 
robberies, raids upon property, riot and 
sabotage of every kind are of constant 
occurrence. Even graver, however, is the 
attitude of the law-abiding citizens, whose 
distaste for the Government’s programme 
is growing day by day. Their dis- 
satisfaction has increased to formidable 
proportions as the anti-religious laws have 
shocked their conservative sentiment ; and 
the country’s material plight is not: so 
satisfactory as to inspire content. A large 
share of the nation’s increased expendi- 
ture is being spent on useful

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Health and Housing. 


Some remarkable figures are contained 
in the report of the British Ministry of 
Health for the year 1952-1933. During the 
last sixteen years ‘there has been a heavy 
increase in public expenditure of every 
kind. The cost of highways, public health 
and police services has trebled itself ; out- 
lay on education has been doubled, and 
the expenditure on subsidised housing has 
been multiplied by thirty-five. In com- 
parison with the financial year 1884-1885, 
local expenditure in Great Britain has in- 
creased tenfold—even in 1914-1915 it was 
less than one-third of its present figure. 
During the four years which ended on 
March 31st, 1931, the total expenditure on 
ordinary local government services. rose 
by no less than £25,000,000. Within the 
same period the ratepayer’s burden fell by 
£18,000,000, because the additional sum 
of £43,000,000 was provided by the general 
taxpayer, Gradually the taxpayer is being

State on housing subsidies. Local authori- 
ties have obtained £400,000,000, as against 
£251,000,000 for private builders ; and, of 
course, every penny has come, in one way 
or another, out of the public pocket. The 
marked improvement in the housing situa- 
tion across the Channel is the best 
justification for this gigantic outlay, which 
exceeds by far anything that has been done 
for public housing in any other country. 
The second cause of increased expenditure 
on local services is the additional atten- 
tion that is being paid to problems of 
public health. In this respect some 
striking results have been secured. Ten 
years ago the number of deaths every year 
from tuberculosis was 92 in every 1,000; 
now it has fallen to 69. The sickness 
figures for pneumonia and bronchitis have 
fallen from 162 to 113 in every 1,000, and 
those of infantile mortality from 72 to 65. 
A healthier nation, properly housed, is the 
State’s ideal. It.is a costly ideal ; but, in 
the long run, the money will have been 
well spent. 


Religion in America. 


America’s economic depression during 
the last four years is not reflected in 
the story of her religious organisations. 
Since the beginning of the “ slump” in 
the United States one bank in every six 
has failed, one in every twenty-two busi- 
ness houses has gone bankrupt, and one in 
every forty-five hospitals has been com- 
pelled to close its doors. On the other 
hand, only one out of every 2,344 churches 
has been affected. Throughout the United 
States there has been a remarkable growth 
in Church membership, and last year the 
total Church population reached by far the 
highest figure in history. Altogether there 
were 60,886,445 registered members of 
the various Churches in 1932, an increase 
of 1,100,000 over the figures for the 
previous year. This increase was spread 
over the entire country, in which there are 
no fewer than 236 separate religious 
bodies. Of all these bodies the Roman 
Catholic Church has easily the highest indi- 
vidual membership, with some 20,000,000 
communicants ; but the greatest increase is 
registered in the twenty-five largest 
Protestant bodies, which have added to 
their allegiance by 929,252 members. The 
Baptist Church shows a heavy increase, 
with a net gain of 365,000 recruits, while 
all the smaller sects have added to their 
rolls. Only the Jewish congregations 
remain constant, with an aggregate 
membership of about 4,000,000. Few other 
countries in the world can boast that their 
Church membership has increased at a 
greater rate than their national popula- 
tions. Thirty-three years ago the propor- 
tion of churchgoers in the United States 
was 65.8 per cent.; last year it was 82.8 
per cent. Furthermore, the Churches are 
paying their way. Per capita contribu- 
tions last year showed only a small 
decrease in comparison with the years of 
the United States’ greatest prosperity.

Cruelty to Birds, 


A Protection of Birds Bill, which goes 
farther than any Irish legisiation, is now 
before the Imperial Parliament. Under 
this bill the taking and selling alive of 
certain wild birds becomes an offence, 
punishable by a fine of £2, which, in the 
case of a second or subsequent breach of 
the law, is increased to £5. When the 
bill was examined by a Standing Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, on 
Tuesday, amendments were proposed for 
the exemption of birds bred in captivity 
and birds “common in the country.” 
Colonel’ John Buchan, M.P., made a 
spirited plea for the full scope of 
the bill. He said that the amend- 
ments would wreck it, since’ they 
would remove the most popular British 
cage-birds from: its protection, and 
that the interests of bird-fanciers must 
not be allowed to baffle the far bigger 
class of true bird-lovers. Happily. 
Colonel Buchan’s arguments prevailed. 
The amendments were rejected by twenty- 


reported to the House, If it reaches the 
Statute-book without change, Great 
Britain ought to, become a real bird 
sanctuary ; for we may suppose that, with 
the stoppage of the supply, most of the 
country’s domestic bird-cages soon will 
be empty. The Free State Parliament has 
done much for the prevention of cruelty 
to birds, but it has not struck at the root 
of the evil. The truth is that, as Colonel 
Buchan said, “a bird in a cage is an 
atrocity.’’ Parrots, perhaps, are an ex- 
ception, and, perhaps, canaries, never 
having known liberty, do not pine for it; 
but to deprive wild birds of their natural 
life and freedom is a heartless thing The 
spectacle of a caged linnet, thrush or 
robin must not survive into the next 
generation of Irishmen.

When play was resumed the English team 
led by 1,400 points. The first han pares in 
room 1 resulted in a loss to the English pair 
of 250 points. The hand was played on a 
four spade declaration by Sir Guy Domville. 
This was doubled by Mr. Culbertson, but the 
English player failed to make his contract 
by two tricks. 

The two games were being played in sound- 
proof rooms, and within half an hour of the 
start the heat became oppressive. Meanwhile 
electricians worked hard installing extra 
cooling fans in the various corners of the 
room. 

The Americans steadily recovered lost 
ground, and after five hands had been played 
the British lead was reduced to 660 points. 
At this stage 101 boards had been played out 
of the 300. In hand 101 the Americans 
collected a total of 780 points in the two 
rooms. This was responsible for the reduc- 
tion of the British lead. 


950 POINTS ON ONE HAND. 


There was another sensation, this time in 
favour of England, in the ninth hand to-day. 
In Room 1 Mr. Culbertson played the hand 
in a final declaration of four hearts, but 
made only eight tricks instead of ten, and 
conceded 250 points when vulnerable. With 
the same hand in Room 2 Mrs. Culbertson 
and Mr. Gottlieb also got the bidding with 
four clubs, which was promptly doubled by 
the English pair. This was one of the slowest 
hands played by Mrs. Culbertson, and it 
ended in her being four tricks down, but 
she was not vulnerable, and, therefore, con- 
ceded only 700 points. On this hand, there- 
fore, the American team lost 950 points, and 
England’s lead increased from 600 to 1,550. 

In the tentn hand both teams made 620 
points and were all square, so that England 
still led by 1,550 points.

ENGLAND FORGES AHEAD. 


The four hands before the tea interval pro- 
vided the biggest sensation of the match. 


| They were all won by England, and gave the 
Í home country a lead of 3,570 points—the big- 


gest that either side has held since the match 
started on Monday. The big sensation came 
in the thirteenth and fourteenth hands. In 
the thirteenth England gained 1,150 points, 
pushing the home advantage to 2,870, and in 
the fourteenth another 500 points brought the 
total to 35,370.

whole had made out a prima facie case that 
the agreed charges or exceptional rates made 
or charged by a railway company placed the 
coastwise shipping trade at an undue or un- 
fair advantage, or were inadequate, having 
regard to the cost of the particular services 
in respect of which they were charged, For 
the purposes of the bill it was proposed to 
alter the constitution of the Tribunal by 
adding to it some one with a opecial know- 
ledge of the coastwise shipping business. 

Sir John Sandeman Allen pointed out the 
curious anomaly that the Minister of Trans- 
port had no control over shipping, and in 
this case had to consult with the Board of 
Trade before iaking action. He appreciated

OFFICIAL NOTICE, 


The following communiqué was issued 
from Buckingham Palace last night :— 

“Its is desired to call the attention of 
all persons who have the possession or 
control of any letters or papers addressed 
to His Majesty, or prepared for His 
Majesty’s information, to the provisions 
of Section 18 of the Copyright Act. In 
all such cases care should be taken that 
any permission that is necessary, having 
regard to the above-mentioned provisions, 
should be obtained before publication. 

“The same considerations apply to 
letters or papers addressed to, or prepared 
for, any of His Majesty’s predecessors.’’ 

Section 18 of the Copyright Act, 1911, 
states :— 

“Without prejudice to any rights or 
privileges of the Crown, where any work 
has, whether before or after the commence- 
ment of this Act, been prepared or 
published b; or under, the direction or 
control of His Majesty or any Govern. 
ment department, the copyright of the 
work shall, subject to any agreement with 
the author, belong to His Majesty, and in 
such case shall continue for . period cf 
fifty years from the date of the first 
publication of the work.” 

It is understood that the communiqué 
refers to Government documents prepared 
in the ordinary course for His Majesty.

IRTHER legislation affecting sportin, 

rights was foreshadowed in the Dai 
last might by Mr, Aiken, the Acting 
Minister for Lands and Fisheries, who 
announced that on the Committee stage v! 
the Land Bill the Government hoped t» 
include an amendment which would em- 
power the Land Commission to take over 
sporting rights which were vested in land- 
lords under the Acts prior to 1922, 

All things come to an end—except the 
Irish ‘‘-land question,’’ which merely pro- 
gresses from stage to stage—aud even the 
debate on the second reading of the bill 
which is to mark its latest evolution ended 
last night, when the bill was passed by a 
majority of sixty-eight votes to fifty-five. 

Nobody was more relieved to see this 
stage of the measure disposed of than Mr. 
Aiken, who, if the truth is to be told, 
was getting rather impatient at the extra- 
ordinary interest which his tremendous 
bill has provoked in the House during the 
last few days. Quite early in the even- 
ing he tried to wind up the debate, sug- 
gesting rather curtly that there had 
already been more than enough oppor- 
‘tunity given for discussion, but he gave 
way in the face of urbane assurances from 
the Opposition side that there were plenty 
of nights available before the end of the 
week for long sittings. : 


MAIDEN SPEECHES. 


Even members of the Minister's own 
party objected to having the debate cut 
short at that juncture, and it was a 
Fianna Fail back-bencher who carried on 
when Mr. Aiken sat down. It would be 
hard to remember a day when more 
maiden speeches were made than yester- 
day ; for, with most of the leaders’ speeches 
already made, the day was devoted mainly 
to the contributions of the agricultural 
representatives among the rank and file, 
almost every one of whom was determined to 
have his say. It was as definitely 
‘“‘ farmers’ day ” as is the opening day of 
the Spring Show at Ballsbridge. 

Although back-bench orators were shoot- 
ing up all over the House as freely as 
State-subsidised wheat in the fertile soil of 
a Fianna Fail supporter’s imagination, 
yesterday’s proceedings were not entirely 
theirs, The leader of the Opposition, who 
in all of his recent speeches has been at 
the top of his form, reserved his fire until 
the debate last night was drawing near its 
end. 


POWER AND RIGHT. 


The “ gem ” of the bill, as Mr. Cosgrave 
thought, was the proposal to collect 
£2,000,000 in annuities, which sum he 
contended was a tax upon the landed pro- 
prictors—the people who had made the 
country what it is. Drawing a distinction 
between the Government’s power to levy 
such a tax and their right to do so, he

Davitt—speaking after a Government 
deputy had ventured the opinion that, rf 
the doctor’s famous father were in the 
House, he would have supported the Bill— 
had associated the measure with “ the 
Bolshevist red flag and the Communist 
red rag”’ Mr, Moore cited this as 
evidence of the interchangeability of the 
terms, Bolshevist and Communist, when 
Mr. MacDermot, who. had originally 
drawn Mr. Moore’s fire, explained that, in 
speaking of “ Bolshevist sentiment,’’ he 
had used the adjective to mean nothing 
wider than class hatred. 

As it happened, Mr. Moore was quite 
convinced that class hatred is practically 
unknown in the Free State. He was 
equally satisfied that, if the country is 
to be saved from Bolshevism, such a bill 
as that before the House was necessary. 
He played badly into the hands of the 
Opposition a moment later, when he 
referred to the example of Hungary as a 
country which had divided its lands, and 
then added: ‘‘ Divided them so minutely 
that now the problem has arisen of re- 
uniting them. '' 


‘FOR AND AGAINST, 


Twenty-five speeches against the bill 
and quite a respectable total in its 


favour—not to mention the steady barrage | 
of interjections which have recently become | 


such a pronounced feature of Dail pro- 
ceedings—had been delivered when Mr. 
Aiken ultimately rose to repel with 
virtuous indignation the attacks of the 
critics with what was one of the shortest 
speeches of all. The burden of his case 
was that all the Government was demand- 
ing was power for the Land Commission to 
carry out its work; “ and,” said he, “if 
that is not to be granted, let us stop talk- 
ing about land division altogether.’’

Te drop of the dollar on the London 
market at one time to-day to below 
par is being watched with interest in 
official circles, but there is no comment. 
It is believed in well-informed circles 
that President Roosevelt still considers 
that any stabilisation at present would 
check the rise in prices in the . United 
States. 

The weakness of the dollar is attributed 
largely to speculation in a thin market 
and forward purchases of foreign exchange 
by American importers anxious to protect 
themselves from a further slump. 

It is anderstood that officials of the 
Federal Reserve Bank and of the Treasury 
have been watching the movement of the 
dollar closely from day to day, and it is 
believed that the United States Govern- 
ment is prepared to act when it deems that 
the proper moment has arrived. 

Mr. J. P. Morgan, the American finan- 
cier, has arrived at Southampton 
from New York, and stated that he in- 
tended to visit his offices in London. and 
Paris before going to Scotland for grouse 
shooting. 


DELUGE OF SELLING. 


“TE is also likely,” he said, “that 1 
shall meet many of your financiers, in- 
cluding Mr. Montagu Norman, but it 
must not be thought that any politica! 
significance will attach to cny of my talks.

In addition to taking over the Luan 
River in the de-militarised zone, he has 
upheld the unreasonable attitude of La 
Chi-chun, the leader of the irregulars in 
the Tangshan district, who is demanding 
half a million dollars for ‘‘ reorgantsation 
expenses.” 

In this connection,

Krening Post, in which it is declared that 
“the Chinese appear to have strictly

INDUSTRIAL CREDIT. 


On the second stage of the Industrial Credit 
Bill, 1933, Mr. MacENTEE said that there 
were three ways in which credit could be pro- 
vided. The first related to the ordinary short- 
term credit accommodation; the second, to 
the guaranteeing of share issues, and the 
third was a form of credit which a new 
undertaking generally required during its 
initial development stages. The latter was 
a form of credit which the banks—and he 
thought quite properly—did not find them- 
selves in a position to extend with any 
freedom or liberty. If it was to fulfil a useful 
purpose it must be a long-term credit, 

Many people with money at present seemed 
to prefer to invest their money abroad. It 
was the desire of the Government that the 
Irish public should participate, as fully as 
possible, in the new financial concerns that 
were to be undertaken. The Government 
would hke to see the Irish banks take an 
adequate share, but the Government 
must have tegard to the fact that 
people generally might not have the same 
fg:th in the future of these enterprises, and 
tl.at the general public would not, feel itself 
competent to undertake whatever risk there 
might be»present. The ‘joint stock banks 
woull naturally be uneasy and alarmed if 
the Government approached them as if to 
imply an element of coercion.

ment in all conscience could not imply any 
such thing, because the banks also were con- 
cerned for the safety of the funds entrusted 
to them. The public and the banks must 
come into the new scheme voluntarily. The

_ It was not intended that all the author- 
ised SEA, should be issued immediately.

THE DIFFERENCE, | 


It had been stated that the measure was 
to further the industrial policy of the Govern: 
ment, but the “industrial policy” of 
politicians differed from that of businessmen, 
who were conducting an-individual enterprise, 
and should not be mixed. In his experience. 
Government interference in any business was 
always unsuccessful, and a body of directors 
acting under Ministerial control] would have 
a difficult task. He thought that it was not 
safe to risk £5,000,000 of public money in 
this scheme. They had not seen yet what 
the articles of association were, and were 
being asked to approve of the company 
before they knew what it was. 

The Government had power to make these 

industries succeed by arranging tariffs to suit 
them, and the public would be made to pay.

The amount required to bring in machinery 
for a cement factory would be colossal, 
whereas a very large cement factory would 
only employ 400 men. 


THE RISKS 


Mr. JOHNSON said that if the money 
required was put up by a bank or any com- 
mercial concern the public would have ulti- 
mately to pay; so, from that point of view 
of the national economy, there was no dis- 
tincticn to be drawn. Given a virtual 
monopoly in the cement and sugar industries, 
the company would be assured of a profit, 
and consequently its risks would not be great. 
It seemed likely that the banks and investing 
corporations would be very glad to take 
shares in this kind of company, because of 
the profits which would be offered, and he 
would like to see a clause in the articles of 
association limiting profits; so that it would 
be rather in the nature of a public utility 
corporation. 


SURPRISED. 


Sir JOHN KEANE said that, as this was 
one of the most important measures that had 
come before Parliament for a long time, he 
was surprised that the Minister, for his own 
protection, had not had a more careful in- 
quiry, and that the Government had not 
requested the bankers and business people to 
assist in an inquiry into the shortage of in- 
dustrial credit and how jt could be best 
supplied. The bill was based on the assump- 
tion that there was a shortage of capital, 
that the public was shy of investing, and that 
there was a large amount of business which 
could be developed, but which the public 
would not support. That was a total miscon- 
ception of the position. Any sound company, 
anxious to expand, would be supported by the 
investing public, but investors did not. give 
money to people coming along with all sorts 
of patriotic ideas, and that was why they were 
‘shy.’ There was no shortage of money for 
sound business, and it was most dangerous of 
the State to supply money where the investin 
public (who had plenty of money at present 
were reluctant to do so. It was far more the 
business of the Government to give the public 
ne na to invest than to come in them- 
selves. 


SHEER GAMBLING. 


The Minister, he continued, had given away 
the whole case when he had said these enter- 
prises were untried, and that their outlook 
was uncertain. He (Sir J. Keane) suggested 
that the proposals of the bill were sheer 
gambling on the part of the State. The posi-

was an attempt to get the general public and 
those who were in control of the capital 
resources of this country interested in the 
project, in the first instance because’ of :ts 
own merits, and interested through it in Irish 
undertakings.

NO POLITICS. 


So far as this undertaking was concerned 
no “agg one would be mixed up with business, 
if the business men themselves came forward 
to take their proper share in the venture.

They would have filled 
a gap in their existing financial organisation, 
they would have converted the thrifty section 
of their people from becoming mere hoarders 
into investors, they would have ensured that 
the saving of the community would be used 
reproductively, and they would have 


believed would prove to be essential to a 
balanced economic development. 


EXPORTED CAPITAL. 


It was true that a large amount of capital 
must be exported for the purchase of 
machinery for the heavy industries, but the 
results that would inevitably follow the estab- 
lishment of industries like the cement. in- 
dustry and others would undoubtedly be the 
development of an engineering industry at 
home, possibly not on a large séhle, but an 
appreciable advance on anything that they 
nad at present. 

As to the question of safeguards there were, 
he said, certain safeguards in the bill: which 
would ensure that the purpose for which. the 
company -was being established would be 
achieved and the objects attained. He could 
not see how the company could fail to carry 
out the objects which the Government had in 
mind.

LACK OF CONFIDENCE.

FRENCH WHEAT LAW. 


While British and Empire farmers are de- 
manding legislative action to favour home- 
rown wheat, French wheat-growers have 
just succeeded in securing the passage of a 
comprehensive wheat law . on 

The Act, while establishing a legal mint; 
mum price, Government subsidies, organise 
advisory bodies, and sharply-increased taxa- 
tion and control of the wheat industry, does 
not realise the proposed Government 
monopoly, nor does it materially enlarge the 
existing restrictions on wheat imports. 

The following are the c’ief points of the 
Act :— om 

1. There is established a legal minimum 
price on wheat for human consumption of 
115 francs per quiatal (approximately 14s. 9d, 
per two ¢wts.). The Min'ster of Agriculture 
ean fix a minimum price of . read. : 

9. All mills are subject to a new special 
control. Mills which crushed more than 
12.000 guintals in a preceding year are re- 
guired to maintain minute records. 

3. The Government is authorised to re- 
guisition mills and flour in case oí shortage. 

4. Declaration of areas sown and of stocks 
in hand is made compulsory. 


SURPLUS STOCKS. 


5. A National Wheat Committee and de- 
‘partmental committees are instituted. 
6. The Government is authorised to finance 


the’ marketing of the crop. 
7. The ac Santa is authorised. to buy 


up stock surpluses. mae 
8. The Minister of Agriculture is authorised 
to decree the maximum of foreign wheat 
which shall be admissible in domestically- 
milled flour. i : 
0. A Government premium is established 
for the de-naturisation of excess wheat. 
10. Excess exports may give rise to export 
certificates valid for a of import 
duties, except imports of wheat and flour. 
11. Government subsidies for the above 
purposes shall not exceed approximately 
i This fund shall be provided by 
certain import duties, milling taxes, or, if 
these are deficient, from public borrowing. 
12. Import of soft wheat in bond is to be 
suspended until September 11th, 1935.

GAMES OF CHANCE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I notice that very recently some per- 
sons were ptosecuted and fined for playing 
the harmless game of ‘‘house.’’ A short 
time ago a person was fined in Waterford 
for selling “tickets in the ‘‘ Roman ” meer 
and a few months ago a man was prosecute 
and fined for running a gambling game and 
exposing for play automatic “ diddler 
machines. These instances are only a few of 
the cases in which fines have resulted from 
prosecutions for gambling. 

Can you tell me whether there are different 
laws for different parts of the country? In 
the City of Dublin I understand that 
gambling games are not allowed; yet one 
has only to travel a few miles to a seaside 
resort to see gambling booths set up under 
the very nose of the representatives of the 
law—games which, when compared with 
“house,” are infinitely more dangerous.

are about six to one in favour of the 
individual running the game. A little en- 
lightenment as to whether different districts 
have different laws would be welcomed ; but, 
if not, the sooner the law is enforced so as 
to apply to clubs and gambling places the

DANGER TO LIFE, 


A -factor which weighed very greatly 
with him was the danger to life. Four 
pilots of the Royal Air Force had lost 
their lives in practice, for the Schneider 
Trophy Race, while Italy. had lost the 
same number of ‘men in two years of the 
competition. 

It is quite impossible, he said, for any- 
one to give an assurance that the speed 
“reord' can be regained for this 
country without-further loss of life. Risks 
are inherent in all training in aviation, 
and must inevitably be run where it is a 
question of training pilots for war. It is a 
question of weighing the cost against the 
advantage to be gained. Generally speak- 
ing, this country deprecates the running 
of undue risks for mere propaganda or 
“ record ’’-hunting. 

At the present juncture I do not think 
that an attempt to regain the speed “' re- 
cord ” could be regarded as a national 
subject which would justify the detailing 
of Royal Air Force pilots for this purpose. 

The óm upon which the Government 
has decided, after considering this 
problem in all its bearings, is that the 
Royal Air Force should not be diverted 
from its normal duties to make attempts 
on World “' recotds ” as such if there is 
no genuine purpose to be served thereby. 
At the present stage of development that 
principle would rule out an attempt on the 
world’s speed ‘‘ record.” If, however, in 
the normal course of technical develop- 
ment it appears that we could achieve 
still better results than those already 6b- 


or long distance, without an undue diver- 
ston of service personnel from their proper 
functions, and without subjecting them to 
other than normal service risks, then. the 
making of an attempt to set up fresh “ re- 
cords "’ might well be justified, not only 
on general grounds, but as redounding to 
the prestige of this country, and also of 
the great service which I have the honour 
to represent.

AIR SMUGGLING 
CHARGE.

FIRST CASE OF ITS KIND. 


A smuggling adventure by aeroplane was 
the subject of charges at the London Mansion 
House Police Court yesterday against Florence 
Evelyn Jones and John Rogers. It was stated 
to be the first case of its kind. 

Mr. R. L. Fisk, prosecuting, said that 
some months ago, because of information that 
attempts were being. made to dispose of a 
large quantity of saccharin, observation was 
kept upon certain districts in London, Jones 
was seen in a taxicab.on May 18; and was 
followed in a flying squad car by Customs 
and Scotland Yard officers.. When he stopped 
in Old street, they came up and asked him 
what his suit cases contained, and he replied, 
““ Something comical.’’ 

“These two suit cases,” said Mr. Fisk, 
“contained 23 tin. boxes, each containing 
one-and-a-qvarter kilos of saccharine, labelled 
with German labels.’’ 

In a statement, Rogers said that some time 
ago he was approached by a friend, who sug- 
gested that he should take the ‘plane to 
Rotterdam. They flew there. “We were 
both naturally aware that we were concerned 
in smuggling, but had entered into it purely 
as an adventure,” the statement concluded. 

Mr. Fisk said that whether the defendant 
landed the sacchrine at Heston and evaded 
the Customs there, or whether he landed it at 
some quiet place on the coast, he did not. 
know. It was serious, because it was diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to detect an airman 
coming from abroad and landing at some 
place outside the Customs jurisdiction to de- 
posit a cargo. . 

The value of the quantity smuggled was 
£25 6s., and the duty on that was £189 15s. 
It must, thetefore, be an extremely profitable 
type of article to smuggle. They were liable 
to a penalty of £645 és.

The justification for the policy of wise 
economy is shown in the continued improve- 
ment in the public health revealed in the basic 
vital ‘statistics. The death rate from. tuber- 
culosis—69 per 1,000 deaths, compared with 
92 in 1923; the sickness figures for pneumonia 
and bronchitis—113 r 1,000 deaths, com- 
pared with 162 in 1923; the infantile mortality 
rate—65 per 1,000 live births, compared with an 
average of 72 for the year 1921-30—are all 
going steadily down in spite oí the prevalent 
unemployment. 

Only the maternal mortality rate—4.21 per 
1,000 live births, compared with 4.11 in 1931, 
and 4,40 in 1930—still remains obstinately 
high. 

Ail the features in regard to infectious 
diseases were the continued high incidence 
of, and mortality from, cerebro-spina] fever, 
and the large increase in the incidence ~!, 
and mortality. from, acute policncephalitis 
and acute poliomyelitis. There has been no 
case of paittacosis (parrot’s disease) since 
January, 1 


FOOD AND. DRUGS. 

Some 137,981 samples of food and drugs 
were analysed by public analysts in 1932, 
a considerable increase over the largest 
number previously recorded, In 200 instances 
preservative, prohibited by the regulations, 
was contained in food—boron preservative m 
sausages, cream, margarine, caviare, and 
cake; salicylic acid in a few samples 5f non 
alcoholic wine, lime juice cordial, jam and 
mushroom ketchup; formaldehyde in milk, 
and sulphur dioxide in sweets, minced and 
potted meat, dessicated soup and pepper. 

Of 72,940 ee of milk examined by 
public analysts, 5,507 samples or 7.3 per cent. 
were reported as adulterated or not up to 
standard, a considerable increase on 1930 and 
1931. The label of one sample of cream, 


containing only 24 per cent. of fat, declared 


“concentrated and rich cream.” 
Another, containing only 20 per cent., was 
labelled ‘‘thick, rich cream.” One sample 
of butter sold as fresh contained salt, and 
one consisted entirely of margarine,

analysed, 86 wére adversely reported upo

HOUSING. 

The number of houses ,built with State 
assistance since the Armistice is 1,121,077, 
without State assistance 940,686. During the 
year under review a fresh “ record ” has been 
reached, the total number erected being 
143,437. of which 142,012 were erected by 
private enterprise. 


The amount of Exchequer contribution paid 


in respect of housing during the year ended 
3lst March. 1933. was £13,449,758, an increase 
of £618,155 over the preceding year. 

The total capital expenditure of, subsidised 
housing since 1919 is now approximately 
£651,000,000, of which it is estimated that 
£400,000,000 is in respect of building by local 
authorities and £251,000,000 in respect of pri- 
vate enterprise. : 

The cost of out-relief in England and Wales 
in 1932-33 was, according to returns by poor 
law avthorities, £15,167,000, as compared 
with £12,406,600 in 1931-52. -

Mr. James Johnston said that the present 
Government was returtied to power a Íew 
months ago after a big campaign in which 
all those things were discussed. The resolu- 
tion would not have any effect, even if 
passed. He was sure Mr. Carson had read of 
appeals gra, made in the British House of 
Commons to have a settlement of the dispute, 
and that a deputation had gone from Birken- 
head to enlist Mr. Lloyd George’s inQuence 
for a settlement.

RUBBER SHARES IRREGULAR. 


Although there was again quite a good 
turnover in the Rubber share market yester- 
day, a decidedly easier tendency developed, 
and, following the relapse in the raw material 
quotation, a certain amount of quick profit- 
taking was indulged in. As a consequence 
share values depreciated rather sharply in a 
number of directions.

SEQUEL TO MOTOR 
ACCIDENT. 


STUDENT ACQUITTED AT 
ARMAGH.

ARMAGH, Wednesday. 


At Armagh Assizes to-day, before Lord 
Justice Andrews, Richard Greaves Johnston, 
of Kilmore, a student at Trinity College, 
Dublin, was charged with the manslaughter 
of Christopher Gilpm, at Portadown, on 
March 29 last, by knocking him down with a 
motor car. 

Messrs. J. McDermott, B.L., and J. D. 
Chambers, B.L. (instructed by Mr. J. P. 
Best), appeared for the Crown; and Dr. 
Magennis, B.L. (instructed by Mr. E. 
Doogan), defended. 

From the evidence it appeared Johnston 
was driving home at about eleven o’clock 
from a cinema in Portadown, and collided 
with Christopher Gilpin and David Webb, 
who were chatting on the street about five 
or six feet from the footpath. Gilpin re- 
ceived such injuries that he died ten minutes 
afterwards. Webb was also seriously injured, 
but was able to describe the occurrence to-day 
in Court. 

In reply to Dr. Magennis, Webb said that

bottles of stout each, and this was the only 
drink they had that day.

MEDICAL OFFICER 
SAYS “NO.”

ESIDENTS in the vicinity of Salthill, 
Dun Laoghaire, have complained of the 
dumping of refuse on 

beside the former electricity power-house, on 

ground to the west of the harbour. Between 

two sea ramparts, built in recent years, is a 

stretch of foreshore, which, when the tide i 

out, reveals aly rocks covered with black- 

pee seaweed. The Borough of Dun 
ghaire authovities have for some time 
township rubbish on this foreshore. 

The level of the ground has been raised some 

ten feet, and sometime in the future the 

surface will form a seaside park. Until then 
it will continue to be, as it is to-day, an 
unpleasant-looking place. It may not as 
forbidding as it looks, but the appearance at 

the dump edge is offensive. i . 

This place was visited yesterday morning 
by a representative of the /rish Times. Beside 
it is a public bathing place, to which many 
resort, Crossing the railway footbridge to 
the sea, the /rish 7'imes representative met a 

entleman of title coming from a dip, with 
thing ‘‘togs’’ in one hand, and a fine red 
setter leashed to the other. 

With the dump in mind, he was asked: 
“What is the bathing like?’ 

“ Not, at all a bad place,’’ he replied, And 
on being further questioned, said: “1 have 
found no inconvenience. If the Council would 

ut down a few boards and a shed or two 
or bathers it would be a very good place,”’ 


AN INSPECTION. 


The reporter went on to inspect the dum 
and in elie the filled-in ground paid 
four young men—three of them in grey 
trousers and armless sweaters—each carrying 
a golfing iron of some sort, and ap tly 
engaged in a kind of competition, knocking 
a golf ball about over bare earth and stubble, 
grass and weeds. This ground is about 150 
yards in length on the inside, and from 50 
to 80. yards wide to the water edge, where 
the stretch is about 100 yards long. 

It is this edge which is the source of com- 
plaints, and it is an ugly sight. At present 
the eastern end is the most cbjectionable. 
It was carefully inspected because of the kind 
of garbage alleged to have been deposited 
there. The complaints concerned bad odours 
and flies, and fear of disease and danger to 
health. 

It is not a pleasant thing to inspect a 
town’s refuse dump. The height of this 
dump is ten to twelve feet from the water 
level. It spreads widely to the right and left. 
Thousands of the oddest objects are there: a 
motor car body and several chassis of cars-are 
littered around, and so many old iron bed- 
steads as to arouse the thought that some 

art of the population had been submerged 

y night. ere one sees a flock mattress, 
and here the iron frame of a baby’s 
perambulator. Trunks, buckets, pots and 
pans ; old trousers and jackets, petticoats and 
skirts of many colours, and a man’s straw 
hat lie about. Two street lampheads, some 
motor tyres, a red inner tube, a motor chassis 
still fixed to two wheels, petrol tins, garden 
barrows, and wire mattresses; sacks, barrel 
hoops, bicyéle frames, jars and bottles. make 
up a conglomeration that may cause the 
excavator of a future won to grieve over the 
victims of an imagined cataclysm. 

Rusted old iron and old clothes and paper, 
magazines, pamphlets and music are the more 
numerous objects, but there were also there 
decaying vegetables and orange skins, a cow- 
heel and a dead dog. 

It is remarkable that there was very little 
odour, and that which was suggested the 
smell of rank seaweek. [For such a place 
there were few flies. 

On the top of the dump was a township 
employé, who, with a damaged four-pronged 
fork smoothed down the top edge, and 
endeavoured to cover the more unsightly 
objects. 


SEARCHING FOR SPOIL, 


Men, women and some children were here 
and there along the face of the dump, digging 
and ferreting for articles that still have a 
value. 

One of the diggers—a few feet down the 
face of dump—was throwing up the surface 
rubbish with a short stick regardless of two 
small boys who were digging diligently below 
him, and indifferent to the dirt that fell on 
them. He was asked what he hoped to get. 
“Bottles and jam-jars,” he said; “ maybe 
bits of lead or brass; coke—the sea washes it 
clean, and it burns fine at night.” In almost 
an apologetic tone he added, “ Sometimes you 
have to do anything you can.”’ 


HEALTH OFFICER’S VIEW. 


Dr, J. A. Harbison, D.P.H., County 
Dubiin Medical Officer of Health, who is the 
responsible pfficer for the health of the dis- 
trict, was asked if he had heard of complaints 
concerning the Salthill refuse dump. 

Dr, Harbison said:—‘‘I got a complaint 
three weeks ago that the carcase of a 
bullock had been dumped at this place. The 
carcase was only that of a dog. The sea is 
a common place for the disposal of carcases, 
and they may be washed up from the sea on 
the face of the dump. It is the custom of the 
butchers to take all offal to the borough 
destructor. There are people employed to 
see that the destructor disposes of every- 
thing brought to it. 

“ There is no matter put on the dump that 
could possibly give rise to disease. ere 
are more flies in country places than are to 
be seen at that dump; and, remember, that 
smell is not a cause of disease. In the old 
days, disease which occurred in unhealthy 
surroundings was often associated with foul 
smells in those surroundings, and smeils be- 
came associated with disease. But there is 
no great smell nuisance at this dump, and 
nothing that could be a source of disease. 

“There is a man always in charge of the 
dump who is given explicit instructions to see 
that anything that could possibly be noxious 
is immediately covered. 

“There have been complaints of such things 
as tin cans. These may have drifted from 
the sea to the dump, and, as an experiment 
to determine whether or not that may be 
so, we are going to put a wire screen along 
the sea edge of the dump to prevent loose 
blowing material from getting to the dump. 

“Dumps of this kind are in use in all 
countries, and have been found, when care- 
fully looked after, not to be sources of 
disease. Dumps are a safe and economic. 
method for the disposal of refuse. 

“Ty the question, ‘Is there any more ill- 
health in the neighbourhood of this dump 
than is usual elsewhere?’ the answer is
